Acting  Minister  of  Lands.  I  VV  Oyama  Irriga¬ 
tion  District  is  an  improvement  district  under 
the  “  Water  Act,  1939,”  and  was  constituted 


by  Letters  Patent  issued  on  the  nineteenth  day 
of  September,  1923,  which  Letters  Patent  were 
recalled  and  new  Letters  Patent  were  issued  in 
place  of  the  first-mentioned  Letters  Patent  on 
the  twenty-ninth  day  of  January,  1932: 

And  whereas  by  section  50  of  the  “  Water 
Act,  1939,”  authority  is  given  to  recall  the 
Letters  Patent  of  an  improvement  district  and 
to  issue  in  their  place  other  Letters  Patent: 

And  whereas  We  have  thought  fit,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Our  Executive 
Council,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  powers  and 
authorities  in  that  behalf  enabling,  to  recall 
the  existing  Letters  Patent  of  the  Oyama  Irri¬ 
gation  District  and  to  issue  in  their  place  these 
Letters  Patent: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim  that: — 

1.  The  incorporation  of  the  Oyama  Irriga¬ 
tion  District  is  continued. 

2.  The  territorial  limits  of  the  said  Oyama 
Irrigation  District  hereafter  comprise  the  fol¬ 
lowing  lands  in  the  Osoyoos  Division  of  Yale 
District  and  Kamloops  Land  Registration  Dis¬ 
trict,  namely:  Lots  1,  6,  7,  8,  9,  11,  and  12, 
Registered  Plan  720;  Lots  1  to  7  (inclusive), 
20  to  27  (inclusive),  and  30  to  35  (inclusive), 
Registered  Plan  428;  the  Fractional  South¬ 
west  Quarter  and  the  Fractional  South  Half  of 
the  North  Half  and  the  areas  to  which  Refer¬ 
ence  Plans  B  1846  and  B  1980  apply  of  Section 
11,  Township  14;  and  the  Fractional  North¬ 
west  Quarter  and  the  area  to  which  Reference 
Plan  B  36  applies  of  Section  2,  Township  14, 
including  all  subdivisions  and  resubdivisions 
thereof,  but  excluding  any  land  comprising  any 
railway  right-of-way  or  public  highway. 

3.  In  these  Letters  Patent  “  district  ”  means 
the  Oyama  Irrigation  District;  “  Interlaken 
Area  ”  means  the  area  comprising  Lots  1  to  7, 
20  to  27,  and  30  to  35,  all  inclusive,  Registered 
Plan  428 ;  “  Rayburn  Area  ”  means  the  area  of 
land  to  which  Reference  Plans  B  1846  and 
1980  apply;  “West  Side  Area”  means  the 
area  comprising  all  lands  in  the  district,  except 
the  Interlaken  Area  and  the  Rayburn  Area; 
and  “  owner  ”  means  any  registered  owner 
entitled  to  possession  of  land  in  the  district 
and  any  person  who  makes  and  files  with  the 
secretary  to  the  Trustees  a  statutory  declara¬ 
tion  proving  that  he  has  acquired  land  in  the 
district,  is  in  actual  occupation  of  it,  and  is 
liable  for  any  taxes  that  may  be  levied  on  or 
in  respect  of  it. 

4.  The  objects  of  the  district  are  the  acquisi¬ 
tion,  maintenance,  and  operation  of  works  for 
diverting,  pumping,  conveying,  measuring,  and 
distributing  water,  and  for  draining  land  and 
all  things  incidental  thereto. 

5.  There  shall  be  five  Trustees  of  the  district, 
of  whom  two  shall  at  all  times  be  owners  of 
land  in  the  Interlaken  Area.  Except  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  clause  13,  the  Trustees  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  be  chosen  at  general  meetings  of 
the  district  by  the  owners  present  at  such 
meetings  who  are  from  time  to  time  qualified 
to  vote  in  Provincial  general  elections. 

6.  The  Trustees  shall  between  the  first  day 
of  February  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  April  in 
each  year  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  owners 
of  land  in  the  district,  and  at  every  such  meet¬ 
ing  shall  report  to  the  said  owners  on  the 
works,  operations,  assets,  and  liabilities  of  the 
district.  At  least  fourteen  days’  notice  of 
every  general  meeting  shall  be  given  by  mail 
or  by  posting  in  conspicuous  public  places. 

7.  The  owners  present  at  any  general  meet¬ 
ing  shall  choose  a  chairman  and  secretary  for 
the  meeting,  and  the  persons  so  chosen  shall 
be  chairman  and  secretary  respectively  of  the 
next  succeeding  general  meeting  until  a  new 
chairman  and  secretary  have  been  chosen. 

8.  The  owners  qualified  to  vote  in  a  Provin¬ 
cial  general  election  and  present  at  any  gen¬ 
eral  meeting  shall  choose  a  Trustee  or  Trustees 
to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  have 
occurred  or  are  about  to  occur  among  the 
Trustees,  and  the  said  owners  shall  fix  the 
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remuneration  to  be  paid  the  Trustees  until  the 
next  general  meeting.  In  the  event  of  the 
right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  any  general 
meeting  being  challenged,  the  chairman  shall 
have  authority  to  determine  whether  or  not 
such  person  is  entitled  to  vote  on  any  matter, 
and  the  chairman  may  require  such  person  to 
make  and  file  with  him  a  statutory  declaration 
proving  the  declarant’s  qualifications.  Forth¬ 
with  after  the  holding  of  any  general  meeting 
the  Trustees  shall  file  with  the  Comptroller  of 
Water  Rights  a  true  copy  of  the  minutes  of 
the  meeting. 

9.  The  only  persons  qualified  to  be  elected  to 
and  to  hold  the  office  of  Trustee  shall  be  such 
as  are  owners  of  land  in  the  district,  qualified 
to  vote  in  a  Provincial  general  election,  and 
are  not  indebted  to  the  district  in  respect  of 
any  taxes  or  tolls  that  have  been  owing  for 
more  than  twelve  months  after  the  registration 
of  the  by-law  under  which  the  taxes  or  tolls 
are  levied  or  fixed,  and  the  only  persons  quali¬ 
fied  to  be  elected  to  succeed  any  Trustee  who  is 
an  owner  of  land  in  the  Interlaken  Area  shall 
be  such  as  are  owners  of  land  in  the  said  area. 

10.  Upon  any  Trustee  ceasing  to  have  the 
aforesaid  qualifications  he  shall  thereupon  be 
disqualified  to  act  as  a  Trustee  and  his  office 
shall  be  vacant. 

11.  When  any  vacancy  among  the  Trustees 
occurs  between  the  first  day  of  March  and  the 
first  day  of  August  in  any  year  the  Trustees 
shall  within  one  month  cail  a  general  meeting 
for  the  purpose  of  having  the  vacancy  filled. 

12.  The  Trustees  shall  keep  separate  ac¬ 
counts  for  all  expenditures  relating  to  the 
works  of  the  Interlaken,  Rayburn,  and  West 
Side  Areas  respectively,  and  in  levying  taxes 
and  fixing  tolls  they  shall  give  effect  to  the 
following: — 

(a.)  The  Interlaken  Area  shall  be  charged 
with  all  expenditures,  whether  paid  in 
the  year  incurred  or  later,  for  operat¬ 
ing,  maintaining,  repairing,  improving, 
and  renewing  the  works  maintained  to 
provide  water  for  that  area  and,  in 
addition,  five  per  centum  of  all  sums 
required  to  meet  payments  of  principal 
and  interest  in  respect  of  the  district’s 
present  indebtedness  to  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia: 

( b .)  The  Rayburn  Area  shall  be  charged 
with  all  expenditures,  whether  paid  in 
the  year  incurred  or  later,  for  operat¬ 
ing,  maintaining,  repairing,  improving, 
and  renewing  the  works  maintained  to 
provide  water  for  that  area  and,  in 
addition,  three  per  centum  of  all  sums 
required  to  meet  payments  of  principal 
and  interest  in  respect  of  the  district’s 
present  indebtedness  to  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia: 

(c.)  The  West  Side  Area  shall  be  charged 
with  all  expenditures,  whether  paid  in 
the  year  incurred  or  later,  for  operat¬ 
ing,  maintaining,  repairing,  improving, 
and  renewing  the  works  maintained  to 
provide  water  for  that  area  and,  in 
addition,  ninety-two  per  centum  of  all 
sums  required  to  meet  payment  of 
principal  and  interest  in  respect  of  the 
district’s  present  indebtedness  to  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia: 

(d.)  All  lands  in  the  Interlaken  Area  and 
West  Side  Area  shall  be  charged  uni¬ 
formly,  according  to  classification,  with 
all  expenditures  not  hereinbefore  re¬ 
ferred  to. 

13.  The  Trustees  of  the  district  now  in  office 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  termination  of 
their  respective  terms  of  office,  and  all  by-laws, 
resolutions,  the  assessment  roll,  and  the  collec¬ 
tor’s  roll  shall  continue  in  effect  until  amended, 
repealed,  or  otherwise  superseded. 

14.  The  assets,  rights,  claims,  and  financial 
obligations  of  the  district  shall  be  unimpaired 
bv  the  recall  of  the  former  Letters  Patent  and 
the  issue  of  these  Letters  Patent.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬

Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 


98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 

Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session : — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(b.)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Cldrk  of  the  House. 

(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 
petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.  If 
the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or 
attorney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
authority  of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact, 
and  the  petition  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed 
with  the  Clerk  until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave 
to  bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll-bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person 
or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill 
shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
Standing  Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  inches.  There  shall  be  a  marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of 
each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  immediately  before  the  first  reading. 
If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private 
Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 
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In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  com¬ 
panies,  in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned 
in  Rule  98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of 
the  company  are  payable  at  the  same  time.
